Of  the  14  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  the 
year  5 were  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  of  these  was  sent  to  Lowestoft 
Isolation  Hospital  under  the  Council's  scheme.  One  of  the  14 

cases  was  a non-civilian. 

I have  little  to  add  to  last  year's  report  on  water  except 
that  an  increased  supply  is  contemplated.  No  samples  were  tested 
during  the  year  and  no  action  was  taken  for  contamination  of  the 

supply.
